Under such a wide variety of handi- 
caps the wonder is that as much 
governmental cargo has traversed 
the road in the past, even though 
it could have been much larger if 
serious reforms had been ruthlessly 
applied months ago.

are diabolical and the drops from 
a narrow roadbed, just made for 
two and no more, fall away with | 


terrific sharpness, Here a lorry-—-or | 
a station wagon, for that matter 
would roll over and over for some 
500 feet before it could hit so much 
as a tree. Suddenly we feel friendly 
toward the incessant dust. The road 
beneath us is dry, anyway, Then 
for a few hairpins the dust froin 
our number one car ahead gets so 
thick we can scarcely see through it. 

Our Chinese driver, like virtu~ 
ally all those on the road, insists 
on using the clutch to coast so as 
to save gas—and never mind the 
wear and tear that puts on the 
brake bands, 

They learned to drive that way 
and nobody yet has ever been able 
to cure them, save when a driver 
occasionally cures himself perman- 
ently by wearing out his brake oo 
the wrong curve. Our cars are new 
but Peter Rowlands is worse off 
than I am. He knows how to drive, 
respects a fine piece of machinery 
and wishes he were at the wheel. 

Plenty of trucks now, though 
They craw! and creep, then spurt 
rashly upward, jamming traffic on 
the curves and heedless of anything 
they may hit. 


DRIVERS ARE TOUGH 


Burma Road drivers are tough 
and wreck-hardened and most of 
theim carry guns. Survival of the 
luckiest is their rule. A lorry load- 
ing a huge rolled cable holds us up 
half an hour. At last the crazy zig- 
zag back and forth across the face 
of the mountain zigzags itself out 
around a great wall of rock and red 
earth. Before us lies the Salweea 
river and the 260-foot suspension 
bridge which, if destroyed, would 
cut a cardiac arlery in Chinas life- 
line, But the amazing Chinese have 
sewn up such sliced arteries within 
a few hours a number of times.

The Work Cure 


Dr. Gillespie, described as the “chief 
mental trouble-shooter” for the R.A.F.,

Cities and towns to be rebuilt, vast 
farming regions to be brought again 
under cultivation, shortages of a hun- 
dred or a thousand necessities and 
conveniences to be made up—these will 
provide employment for the in-between 
period, ax they have in the years fol- 
lowing every major war. The world, 
busy with these tasks, wil! be thereby 
helped to keep sane. 


On The Attack 


During one recent week-end, from 
Friday to Sunday, the R.A.F. lost 91 
planes on all fronts. Axis losses for 


the same period were put at 19, not 
counting losses on the Russian front. 
The reason this disparity is ob- 
vious. The R.A.F. was on the offen- 
sive everywhere, while the luftwaffe 
made only minor raids on Britain 

These widespread attacks—they 
ranged all the way from Italy to Nor- 
way by way of Berlin and are being re- 
peated as often as weather permits 
—undoubtedly mark the opening of a 
winter air offensive, to be carried on 
with increasing fury over ever-widen- 
ing areas of enemy-held territory. It 
must be expected that planes will con- 
tinue to be lost in greater numbers 
than hitherto, and in numbers greater 
than enemy planes destroyed. 

Mr. Churchill's statement ten days 
ago is to the point; he said the R.A-F. is 
“at least equa! in size and number, not 
to speak of quality, to German air 
power”. Production, it is implied, has 
reached a volume, including deliveries 
from the United States, which makes 
a sustained all-out offensive possible. 

These losses of machines are less 
important than the losses of the trained 
men who comprised their crews. Thir- 
ty-seven planes lost one night carried 
crews totalling 200. The 91 plane 
losses for three days thus suggest 
losses of pilots, observers and gunners 
of between 300 and 400 men. Many of 
these may have been forced down and 
captured by the enemy, or interned i: 
one of the very few remaining neutral! 
countries on the continent. 

The vital importance of Canada's 
Air Training scheme is obvious.

Colonization Phase of Nazi Plan * 


Now Proceeding as Newer 


Developments Occur 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 


The beginnings of one of the world’s 
greatest colonization projects may be de- 
tected currently in press statements by 
Nazi leaders in Germany. 

Increasing attention is being devoted in 
these pronouncements to “our eastern 
mission”, as the Hamburger Fremdenblatt 
refers to it. Other accounts feature the 
growth and development 
of Cracow, in former Po- 
land, with the plain im- 
plication that it is to be- 
come the administrative 
capital of a huge con- 
quered area roughly 
three and a half times 
the size of the old Reich. 

The plan for shifting 
the centre of German 
production activity east- 
ward was outlined in 
general terms by Adolf | 
Hitler himself, in the Harold L. Weir | 
closing chapters of his “Mein Kampf,” 
which is more than ever’ required reading 
for anyone dealing with European prob- 
lems of today. 

As a prisoner in Landsberg fortress 
(from April 1, 1924, to December, 1924, 
when he wrote much of his autobiogra- 
phy) the Fuehrer-to-be described “soil 
and territory” as the future aims of Nazi | 
foreign policy, forecast the “blood devel- 
opment” of Germany. 


Settlement 


He said: “Much as we all today recog- 
nize the necessity for a reckoning with 
France, it will remain largely ineffective

Industries Moved 


This process began immediately fol- 
lowing the Polish campaign. Many indus- 
tries were moved from the Rhineland and 
Berlin to Warthegau and the general- 
gouvernement (former Poland drea). 

Considerable tax concessions were of- 
fered to the settlers. More recently the 
German press has described the organiza- 
tion of compulsory kebor camps for Jews 
and Poles in the vicinity of the migrating 
industries. 

All this is merely a forerunner. 

The plan now contemplates, according 
to indications, the inclusion of all German- 
conquered Eastern territories into one 
gigantic fortress, with a tremendous east- 
etn wall shielding the Baltic, while Russia 
and the Ukraine, perhaps as far East as 
the Volga. 

Apparently it envisions a general east- 
ward population movement—Poles and 
Jews from the general gouvernement to 
the more distant reaches of White Russia 
and German peasants and workers to the 
general - gouvernement and the rich 
Ukraine.

No Blood Guilt 


As justification for this program Hitler 
declared in “Mein Kamp?”: 

“The soil and territory on which a race 
of German peasants will some day ‘be able 
to beget sons and so sanction the invest- 
ment of sons of today, will some day ac- 
quit the responsible statesmen of blood 
guilt and national sacrifice, even though 


they are persecuted by their contem- 
poraries.” 
In a similar vein, the Hamburger 


Fremdenblatt recently said that Germany 
was prepared to “organize and make use- 
ful the huge conquered area for Germany 
and Europe.” 

It added: 

“The task outlined by Der Fuehrer for 
the European East is gigantic. It is truly 
of world proportions, a thing for genera- 
tions. But German genius will prove ade- 
quate. All colonial undertakings of the 
past are trifling compared to that which 
now faces us.” 

The Fremdenblatt, describing the in- 
clusion of new areas in the Cracow boun- 
daries and two years of developments 
under the Nazi conquerors, entitled its 
article: “Cracow’s transformation into a 
capital.” 

It also spoke of the importance of 
“several years” of activity under German 
leadership of the Baltic regions. It said 
that a Europe organized along these lines 
and living on its own ground and energy, 
would no longer be subject to “overseas 
threats.” 


Scorched Earth 


The Russian scorched earth policy is 
contributing at least temporarily to the 
urgency of this colonial venture. 

The most skilled workmen are evacu- 
ated ahead of the retreating armies and 
labor of all sorts is required to ‘meet the 
problems of the new Nazi administration. 

Famine and typhus are expected to 
clear further room for the “neo-popula- 
tion” before another year is ended. 

The most conservative figures, €man- 
ating from German sources, forecast the 
death of 10,000,000 persons from these 
twin plagues in the conquered territories 
this coming winter and spring. Other es- 
timates are double and triple that number. 

It is impossible, in connection with the 
Eastern policy, however, to overlook an- 
other striking comment in “Mein Kampf.” 
Hitler in discussing a possible alliance 
with Russia, declared: 

“Thus the fact of the conclusion (by 
Germany) of a treaty with Russia em- 
bodies a declaration of the next war. Its 
outcome would be the end of Germany.”

The United States has had the benefit 
of a world of experience in other coun- 
tries, during the past terrible years. Let 
us take advantage of what has happened 
before our eyes and profit from it. Let 
the workmen of America realize every day 
of their lives that their status in the 
America of the future wil] be in direct 
relation to their patriotism today. 

This nation is bending its back to pro- 
tect itself and to lift off the back of man- 
kind, a conception of life that is destroy- 
ing the democratic and republican idea 
that has given workers more of a status as 
equals and free men than they have so far 
enjoyed anywhere on earth or anywhere 
in history, The whole nation is bending 
its back. Workers are not being exploited 
As a whole they are receiving more than 
their mathematically reckoned proportion 
of the total national income. The class that 
is bearing the brunt most severely is the 
middle class—and, incidentally, the mid- 
dle class is bearing it with the best grace,

arily. He merges the interest of his group 
in the larger interest.

The fact that 
they are so near this vital railway link be- 
tween Turkey and Iraq, dominating North 
Persia and the Middle East, gives both 
ports considerable military importance, 
apart from their value at the moment for 
trade between Turkey and this country.
